Subject:  Additional  Instructions  Regarding  Procedure  to  be  Followed  in  Sampling 
Evaporated  llilk  and  Forwarding  Samples  to  the  Laboratory, 


In  order  to  eliminate  confusion  in  handling  evaporated  milk  samples,  all  samplers 
should  use  the  following  procedure  in  taking,  preparing  and  shipping  samples  to 
the  laboratory  for  grading  and  analysis: 

1.     Take  one  can  from  every  200  cases,  but  at  least  two  cans  from  each  lot. 


2.  Give  each  can  an  individual  serial  number  marked  on  the  soldered  end 
with  a  wax  pencil.    No  other  information  need  be  placed  on  the  can. 

3.  For  each  shipment  of  samples  taken  at  a  giv^n  plant,  number  the  cans 
consecuti vcly  beginning  with  1,  regardless  of  the  number  of  contracts 
involved.    For  example,  if  140  cans  representing  two  separate  con- 
tracts arc  taken,  number  them  1  to  140  and  not  1  to  35  for  one  con- 
tract and  1  to  55  for  the  other  contract. 


4.  Use  a  separate  report  for  each  contract  sampled.     This  report  should 
show  the  total  number  of  cases  sampled,  the  type  of  cr.su,  the  grading 
fee  and  the  expenses,  as  all  of  this  information  must  be  shown  on  the 
certificate.    YJhon  samples  are  sent  to  the  laboratory,  only  one  copy 
of  the  sampler's  report,  preferably  the  original,  n^eds  to  be  sent 
with  the  samples.     This  report  should  be  placed  in  an  envelope  so  that 
it  will  not  be  mutilated  in  transit. 

5.  If  possible,  the  samplers  should  arrange  cans  in  the  shipping  carton 
in  consecutive  order  to  facilitate  the  handling  of  the  samples  at  the 
laboratory. 

6.  All  samples  should  be  sent  express  prepaid  to  the  laboratory,  the  ex- 
press to  be  paid  by  the  vendor.     Samples  forwarded  to  the  Chicago  lab- 
oratory should  be  addressed  to:
